The Select Committee appointed to pre- 


pare a paper expressive of the views ot the 
Institute ou the present system of managing 
roads in this county—which is tbe same 
system m vogue in nei«l>boriu>; counties— 
respectfully report this declaration: 


The Institute regards the present system 


us a failure, and a wasteful failure. It iu- 
volves large annual expenditures, with very 
little return to the tax-payer*, it h «.s been 
fully tried, and it has failed to prove i" 
effective. 
It ought to fee abolished. 


Its grent defect is the want of unity an 


of responsibility—waut of unity in t? 
management of the road system, want of n 
spoiisibility in securing the best nvaila'- 
results. 
This is chiefly due to the foot tlia 


each township manages its roads in its ow 
way, 
these ways frequently varying an 


often radically differing from each othe 
This, as applied, to thoroughfares which iir 
co-extensive with the county is, manifestly 
au unsound principle. For, the best car 
given by one or more districts may be, au 
often H defeated by the iuateutioii of o the 
districts. 
Beside*, the present system iUd 


tiuetly fails to secure, suQicieut account* 
bility, and does not give the tax-paye 
proper protection against waste aud misap 
plication of public funds. 


To correct these palpable evils, a chang 


of system is necessary. The Institute ret 
omiuemls the repeal of existing laws aa t 
Ihe choice of Supervisors of roads, and th 
substitution of another plan which sba! 
contain these chief features: 


First. There shall he appointed iu eac' 


county, by tbe Commissioners thereof, wit 
exclusive reference to his fitness and effici 
eucy, R Superiuteudentof roads atacompen 
eution having relation to the aiuoaufc of th 
roud tux, being in every case sufficient t 
secure the service of a competent, intelli 
gent and skilled man, but in uo case ex 
feeding the compensation paid in the county 
to like grades of office.

»hall require of the Superintendent a boot 
equal to three times uis salary.-tonditionec 
npoii his fatlifully applying and, at tbe end

the Superintendent to be supported by lii 
oatb, ami an intelligent abstract of it to be 
published each year in at least two papei 
mblished in the county. The said Super 
ntendent shall appoint, in each township 
with exclusive reference to his fitness ant 
efficiency, aud subject to the approval of 


Commissioners of the County, an Assis 


ant Superintendent who" shall devote to 
the loads in said township ns much of his 
ime nnd labor as they may require. Sail 
assistant Superintendent shall employ all 
abor and purchase all supplies needed to 
wake and repair tbe roads of said town- 
ships, and shall give the preference of such 
imployment to all owners or tenants occu- 
pying lands adjoining the roads so made 
nd repaired, paying therefore tlie prices 
"or such labor which prevail in the neighbor- 
lood. He shall take a voucher for every 
lyment rnnde, and shall verify the cor- 
ectness of said employment and payment 
>y his oath to the account containing it 
?he Commissioners of the County shall fix 
he raw of road tax to be levied and paid 
n each property in each township; and 
uch levy shall become a lien on such prop- 
rty as under existing laws.

and as they are birds that nest on the ground 
the foxes are very destructive to tlioir 
"brood. If it was not tur the rascally fox 
prowling around m the night with his sharp, 
piercing eye, and bouncing on tue*» birch 
in their nests, devouring them, wby, 
the pheasants would be utmost as plenty aa 
the English sparrows, tiatl the wild turkeys 
would be fur more numerous tlwn they are 
now. Now, Mr. Speaker, if we intend to 
protect -our game we must Orsfc pass laws 
offering an inducement tj our hunters ti 
capture the wiiy foi.

. Baising Cloverseed. 


Cloverseed ia'one of the most profitable 


crops tbe farmer can raise, ''provided, tbe 
proper conditions are observed, oue of which 
is to stnrt right by sowing the seed thick 
enough. Tbe late or sapling variety of 
clover yields but one crop a year, whether it 
be for hay or for seed, and tbe only advan- 
tage it possesses over the early kind is its 
taller nud stouter growth, consequently its 
better adaptation to tbe improvement of 
poor land, while tbe early sort possesses the 
double advantage of yielding n much finer 
quality of hay, besides afford tug a crop ol 
seed the same season. To grow a crop of the 
finest clover hay and a full crop of seed, it is 
necessary that not less than a peck of early 
clovereeed be sown to every acre; that this 
first crop be mown when in fall bloom, unii 
the stubble treated to not less than bolt' a 
bushel of plaster to the acre. As two cropa, 
are expected from the clover the same season 
—one for forage and the other for seed—it is 
necessary that the two be so combined as to 
secure the best results from both. 
"VYheu 


growing its leaves and stems the clover is 
busy at work producing the most valuable 
forage, but immediately it enters upon the 
production of seed or to develop tbe floral 
organs which yield the seed, it not only 
ceases the furtherprodnctionof the stem and 
leafj but begins to take from them their 
most valuable substances and to use them 
in the production of seed. To prove tbis 
the most careful analytical examination of 
the sterna and leaves of clover cot before the 
bloom appeared showed that tbe leaves con- 
tained 27 per cent, of flesh-funning sub- 
stances, such as sugar, starch, and other 
matters us are easily assimilated by mnnmh. 
But when the plaut was cut later, iiml was 
in'fnll flower, it was found tbat it held only 
15 per cent, ot these flesh-forming matters in 
tbe leaves, and that the stem contained a 
large proportion of indigestible woody fibre, 
showing tbat even tbe formation of tbe 
flower had very much deteriorated the qual- 
ity and value of the forage. Hence, clover 
bay cut late, or after tho plant enters npon 
tbe formation of seed, is of less value for 
feed tbaii whea cut before the flower has be- 
come fully developed. It is evident, there- 
fore, that if first class bay is the object, 
clover should be cut early, not only in or- 
der to obtain the finest quality of hay, but 
that the second or seed crop may get the 
strength of the plant. 


To allow clover to pass into tbat state 


when it is preparing for the formation ot 
seed before being cut for hay eihauats the 
plant of so much of its seed-making material 
as:to seriously interfere with its power to 
yield a full crop of seed. This is the whole 
secret of growfng a full yield of cloveraeed, 
anct of the double benefit tbat flows from the 
practice of cutting the first crop early. To 
delay the cutting of the iirsfc crop uotil the 
blossoms appear will reduce the power of tbe 
plant to yield seed fully one-half or more, 
and a field that would return Ironi four to 
five bushels of cloveraeed per acre if proper- 
lyj treated will, if not so managed, only 
yield two to two and a-half bnshels. 
It 


forms its seed but once, and to tbis end the 
whole energy of theplantis given during its 
life, and when that work is done the plant 
dies. Hence it is important that all its 
foijce be accumulated and not dispersed. 
The early cutting allows the accumulation 
'•. 


of these seed-producing forces, but late cut- j 
ting disperses a portion of these elements in : 
the first crop, leaving the plant weak aud 
enfeebled, when it should be strong, aud 
therefore incapable of producing a full crop 
of need. Theie is no crop iu which the 
candle is so apt to be burnt at both ends.— 
Bait. Sun.
